Seems Assured as Senate Acts 


Dock Vote 
Set Aside 
By NLRB 


'Old* Union Loses 
In Decision by 
U. S. Examiner 
WASHINGTON UP) — A 


national labor relations board 
examiner to.day recommended 
setting aside the bargaining 
rights election apparently won 
by the International Long- 
shoremen's Assn. on the New 
York waterfront. He did so on 
the ground that the indepen- 
dent union was responsible 
for the voting day violence 
and intimidation. 


The apparent loser in the elec- 


tion was the AFL-ILA. set up by 
the American Federation of Labor 
after the federation had thrown out 
the old union on a charge that it 
had failed to rid itself of gangster 
elements. 


"War" 
Background ' 


The union war growing out of the 


rivalry has lain in the background 
of a three-week port tie-up which 
has cqst New York millions of dol- 
lars in shipping business. 


A Taft-Hartley law injunction has 


been obtained fay the federal gov- 
ernment against the walkout by 
the old union, and contempt action 
against that union, eight of its 
locals and three local officials is 
pending in New York federal court. 


The stoppage began as a pur- 


ported "wildcat" action among the 
workers t h e m s e l v e s in protest 
against the fact that the T-H law 
injunction named only their union 
and did not take in the AFL-ILA. 
Top officials of the organization 
only this week gave their authori- 
zation to the walkout. 


Old ILA Won 


In the Dec. 22-23 election itself, 


the point of today's ruling by the 
NLRB examiner, the old ILA won 
over the AFL-ILA by 1,492 of the 
votes counted. More than 4,000 of 
the votes were challenged by the 
new union however, and that chal- 
lenge was a main basis of the 
NLRB reconsideration. 
Burlington Rail 
Users Warned 
To Expect Tieup 


CLEVELAND IflV-The Engineers 


Brotherhood reported today that 
federal mediators have been un- 
able to settle a dispute involving 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 
cy railroad and union members 
"now have no other course than 
to act on a strike ballot." 


Guy L. Brown, president of the 


union, said in a statement: 


"I'm serving notice to shippers 


and the travelling public that they 
should proceed as of this date as 
though a potential emergency situ- 
ation exists along the entire route 
of the CB&Q." 


The union's 1,500 members em- 


ployed by the railroad approved a 
strike action if necessary in a vote 
last December, Brown said. 


The railroad line is scattered 


over 14 states from Chicago west- 
ward.

Stratton in Washington 
To Plug for Air Academy 


WASHINGTON (to—Gov. William G. Stratton of Illinois came here 


today to lend support to a bid by Champaign-Urbana for selection as 
the site for a new air academy and for conferences on various other 
matters. 


But, he told a reporter, he will 


by-pass official matters at the out- 
set to accompany Mrs. Stratton on 
a shopping tour. 


The Republican governor said he 


will confer with Sen. Dirksen (R- 
111) and various Illinois House 
members during the next three or 
four days on the possibility of get- 
ting the air academy for his state. 


Bills Passed 


Both the Senate and House have 


passed bills to create the academy, 
similar to West Point Military 
Academy and the Annapolis' Naval 
Academy. However, differences in 
the two measures still have to be 
ironed out. 


Under this legislation a commis- 


sion would be set up to pick the 
site. A large number of sites 
around the nation have been pro- 
posed. 


Stratton said that Champaign- 


Urbana would be a logical site 
since a big air installation and 


the University of Illinois are locat- 
ed there. 


The governor said he hag made 


no arrangements to see President 
Eisenhower but t h e r e was a 
"strong possibility" he would do so. 


Farmers Satisfied 


Asked what the Illinois reaction 


is to the administration's and 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson's 
farm proposals with the main 
stress on flexible supports, Strat- 
ton said: 


"It has been fairly well received 


in Illinois. Most of our farmers 
are prosperous. There is not the 
problem in Illinois that there is 
in some of the states farther west 
which have been hit by drought. 
Our farmers have not been very 
vocal in objections." 


He also said there has been "no 


great outcry" by dairy farmers in

Yet Needed

If President Signs, 
Reductions on Many 
Items Due April 1 
WASHINGTON (#)— A cut 


of about a billion dollars 
yearly on a wide range of 
federal excise or sales taxes 
seemed assured .today with 
senate passage of a $1,034,- 
000,000 reduction bill. 


The cuts will take effect next 


Thursday. 


The senate approved the bill 


Thursday' night 76-8 after two days 
of lively debate filled the political 
overtones in a congressional elec- 
tion year, 


Sent to Conference 


It was sent to a senate-house con- 


ference, which cannot take place 
before 
next Monday afternoon, 


since both branches are in recess 
until then. 


But Sen. Millikin (R-Colo), head 


of the senate negotiators, said in 
an interview today he is confident 
the conferees will act speedily and 
rush the measure to President 
Eisenhower. The deadline for the 
President's signature is next Wed- 
nesday midnight. 


Both branches voted identical 


cuts on many items, so they are 
certain^ to be in the final compro- 
mise version. 


They include furs, jewelry, hand- 


bags and luggage, cosmetics, sport- 
ing goods, train-bus-plane passen- 
ger fares, telephone bills, telegraph 
charges, mechanical pens and pen- 
cils, lighters and electric light 
bulbs.

Millikin and other Republican 


leaders predicted the President will 
sign the bill, although the adminis- 
tration urged against the excise 
cuts. 


The billion-dollar loss in revenue 


will add that much to the $2,900,- 
000,000 deficit already forecast for 
the new financial year starting 
July 1. 


The bill also extends for a year, 


to April 4, 1955, a series of 1951 
increases in major excises. These 
will bring in $$1,077,000,000 in add- 
ed revenue. But the President had 
counted on this in figuring his next 
year's budget. Invplved are auto- 
mobiles and trucks, gasoline, to- 
bacco, liquor and beer. 


As the house passed the mea- 


sure, it cut a variety of excises by 
912 million dollars. The senate 
eliminated a few house reductions,

18,500 Eligible 
To Vote in 
Lee Primary 


The total number of Lee county 


residents registered this year to 
vote, in' the April 13 primaries is 
slightly higher than dunng the 
1952 elections, Sterling D. Schrock, 
county clerk, announced today. 


Approximately 18,549 persons 


will be eligible to vote this year. 


While about 19,422 registration 


cards were sent out in 1952, many 
were returned evidencing the fact 
that persons previously living in 
the county had moved. 


Schrock said 453 new registra- 


tions have been added to the roll 
of Lee county voters. There were 
about 504 transfers of voters from 
one place to another within the 
county. 


Committee 
In Favor of 
Drastic Cut 


House Group Also 
Trims VA, TVA, 
AEC Appropriations 
WASHINGTON <£>>—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower's plans for 
a four-year 140,000-unit pub- 
ic housing program were all 
but scuttled today by a house 
appropriations committee rec- 
ommendation. 


The OOP-dominated committee 


asked the house to cut the program 
to an estimated 35.000 units and 
to terminate it in two years. 


Heads for Debate 


Its recommendation was contain- 


ed in a $5,566.118,763 omnibus ap- 
propriation bill sent to the house 
floor for debate next week. The 
total amount in the bill is $363,- 
604,837 less than the President 
wanted—a cut of 6.2 per cent. It 
is $375,168,400 below what the 
same agencies received this year. 
The bill carries funds for the fiscal 
year starting July 1. 


A deep cut was made in funds 


recommended for the atomic en- 
ergy commission, but Rep. Phillips 
(R-Calif) said no reductions in the 
AEC's construction and weapons 
programs are involved. Phillips is 
chairman 
of 
the subcommittee 


which wrote the bill. 


A big reduction was recommend- 


ed for the Veterans Administra- 
tion, too, plus new restrictions on 
the Tennessee Valley Authority'! 
(TVA) activities. 


Slum Clearance Okayed 


These were overshadowed by the 


committee recommendations for 
public housing. No formal explana- 
tion was offered, other than that 
slum clearance is the only justifi- 
cation for the program. Phillips 
said the public housing program 
has not worked out satisfactorily. 


"In many instances." Phillips 


<aid, "the people for \vhom these 
houses were intended haven't been 
able to occupy them. In some 
cases, political qualifications, rath- 
er than economic qualifications ap- 
pear to have been the yardstick." 


Eisenhower on Jan. 25 sent con- 


gress a message asking that the 
present public housing program be 
continued "at a reasonable level." 
He asked approval of a four-year 
construction program at the rate 
of 35,000 units a year. 


Limited to 20,000 


The appropriations committee 


put a limit of 20,000 on the new 
units that may be started during 
the coming fiscal year, and said 
the entire program 
should be 


wound up with an estimated 15,000 
additional units in the following 
yeai. 


The 35,000 units approved, the 


committee said, are 
those for 


which the government already has 
legally committed itself and for 
which it has made "binding" con- 
tracts. 


The house normally follows the 


committee's suggestions, although 
a stiff fight will be made by Demo- 
crats to upset the committee's 
housing recommendation. 


Cut AEC Funds 


The committee cut the atomic 


energy commission's budget from 
$1,342,000,000 to $1,189,960,700, a 
slash of $152,039,300 but an increase 
of $132,179,700 over funds given the 
AEC this year. 


Phillips' explanation was that the 


original budget called for 238 mil- 
lion dollars more for construction 
than was spent this year, but the 
AEC withdrew the request because 
it will have sufficient money ear-

Mankind Must Face Horror Revealed 


by Light of H-Bomb 


We are beginning to learn the full meaning of the 


H-bomb. Up until now, all was promise—or threat. But m 
the last few days, we have had some facts, and they are 
shattering.

On March 1, at its mid-Pacific proving grounds, the 


United States touched off its second hydrogen explosion. 
What happened? 
It shot a nuclear cloud 17 miles into the sky. The ex- 


plosion had a force at least 600 times that of the atom bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima. The Hiroshima bomb was the equal 
of 20,000 tons of TNT.

three to four times as great as they had expected.

bomb or device wiped out an island, and tore a hole in the 
ocean floor 175 feet deep and a mile wide.

To Overcome Fear of Child 
Find What You Fear in Him 


By MRS. MUIUEL LAWRENCE 


A reader writes: "You once said 


that to overcome fear of a child, 
you had to admit the fear. Well, I 
admit my fear of our six-year-old 
daughter—and get nowhere." 


She goes on to say that the child's 


defiance has increased since the 
birth of a brother. "Between the 
baby and Helen's demands for her 
own way in everything, I am wojn 
out. Every bedtime is a long, bit- 
ter battle. I know I should take 
physical action but am afraid to 
do so. . . ." 


It isn't enough to know we fear 


a child to overcome it. To do that, 
we have to know what we fear in 
him. And if what we fear is un- 
reasonable, find the adventurous 
courage to refuse to obey that fear. 


What is it we fear in Helen that 


prevents us from picking her up in 
our arms at bedtime and carrying 
her upstairs? Is it her power to 
withdraw affection from us? 


It often is this power we fear m 


these situations. 


In the case of Helen's mother, it 


is surely an unreasonable fear. For 
by allowing this little girl to over- 
ride our convictions on bedtime, 
we are not retaining her affection, 
but losing it. 


In her mother's own words, we 


are the child's contestant in a "bit- 
ter battle." So our hope of keeping 
her affection by continued submis- 
sion is pretty unreasonable. 


Why then do we continue to sub- 


mit? 


Probably because we cannot ima- 


gine being loved unless we do. So 
that when our child shows anger 
and defiance, it seems like the end 
of the world to us. And we react 
to our child's wrath with the iden- 
tical helplessness and awe with 
which we reacted to adult wxath ir 
our own childhoods. 


So let's relinquish our unreason- 


able and childish hope of insuring 
others' affection by submission. 


Instead, let adventurous courage 


rise up in us so that we can sud- 
denly hear a new, free self cry out 
within us: 


"Why, 
I've had enough of this 


wallowing for affection! Thi* child 
should be in bed, whether she loves 
me or hates me for taking her 
theie. Because in bed is where the 
belongs at Uiii Urn* erf night." 


Oh, I know that's not the conven- 


tional solution of the child guidance 
books. They'd suggest Helen's mo- 
ther give her jealous child reassur- 
ance of love instead of physical ac- 
tion. 


I don't go for that counsel for 


frightened people. For I think that 
they are in no state to reassure 
anyone until they can reassure 
themselves.

senators said today that rapid 
mass evacuation of cities and im- 
proved aircraft killer missiles are 
key points in supersecret plans for 
defense against possible enemy 
atomic attacks. 


Chairman Saltonstall (R-Mass) 


of the senate armed services com- 
mittee announced that top-secret 
details of the defenses had been 
outlined Thursday at a closed ses- 
sion by Robert C. Sprague, North 
Adams, Mass , engineer and elec- 
tionics manufacturer. 


Saltonstall said Sprague had full 


cooperation of all top defense, in- 
telligence and atomic agencies in 
making his independent survey for 
defenses against "the g r o w i n g 
menace . . . because of Soviet de- 
velopments in the nuclear and 
thermonuclear hydrogen fields."

he joins in its activities whetti 
er he is striving to win as the best 
insurance salesman or as the best 
campaigner in the church member- 
ship drive. 


Evashevski scoffed at the idea 


»f "When the one great scorer 
eomes to mark against your name, 
he cares not if you won or lost but 
how you played the game." 


"What would you think of the 


doctor if he took the motto 'When 
the one great scorer comes to 
mark against your name, he cares 
not if the patient lived or died, but 
by how you made the cut,' " Eva 
ehevski asked? 


Admits Evils 


Evashevski admitted that there 


were evils in the amateur athletic 
world, but he said this is som 
thing that can be taken care of by 
the coaches and administrators. 


He solded parents, who, he said, 


"bring their prize possession to 
me and ask: 'How much, long and 
how often.' " They should be think' 
ing in terms of what the school has 
to offer academically. 


Many coaches, he added, weaken 


under the pressure. "We need a 
little more integrity among the 
coaches," he said, and he thought 
it possible to get it.

with the bases loaded. 


It was Bobby Thomson, then with 


the New York Giants, who vic- 
timized Branca with a home run 
in the final game of the 1951 Na- 
tional L e a g u e playoff against 
Brooklyn. The historic blow cost 
the Dodgers a pennant and just 
about wrecked what had started 
out as a promising career for 
Branca with the Brooklyn club.

Poland presents a picture of mix- 
d strength and weakness.

with children, although she dis- 
liked little girls—unless they were 
clad in blue jeans. 


Fawny's domesticity puzzled for-

It 
is a running-away-from-life by try- 
ing to avoid the feeling of futility 
through building something you 
know is useless, or dreaming of 
building it. Most of the how-to-do- 
it fans actually don't get beyond 
the planning stage. 


The average how-to-do-it victim 


is Itke a man who tries to cure 
himself of his worries by building 
an atom bomb in his basement in 
his spare time. 


A' fellow infected with the how- 


to-do-it malady rarely will ac- 
knowledge it as an actual ailment, 
or face the fact that it is his way 
of making a galloping retreat from 
reality. No, he always justifies it 
as "a form of self-expression." 


But, I ask you, suppose an ordi- 


nary man is confronted by the 
sight of an amiable cow in a pas- 
ture, in which of these two ways 
can he better express his finer na- 
ture: 


1. By admiring the cow and 


pondering the miracle of milk, or— 


2. By carrying out the instruc- 


tions of a how-to-paint-a-cow book 
—and spending the rest of his life 
defending the portrait from neigh- 
bors who are sure it is really a 
picture of a horse with four fau- 
cets?

Research 
To Go On 


CHICAGO «V-Dr. Andrew C. 


Ivy of the University of Illinois, 
said a meeting will be held Satur- 
day to discuss details for controlled 
tests on the cancer drug, Krebio- 
zen. 


Ivy, the principal sponsor of the 


controversial drug, made th« 
statement Thursday. He said of- 
ficers of the Krebiozen Research 
Foundation will meet at the foun- 
dation's offices at 122 S. Michigan 
av., to determine a course of ac- 
tion for further study of the drug. 


He said the purpose of the 


studies is to "eradicate the pres- 
ent difference of clinical opinion" 
about the preparation which the 
A M A. previously held 
to 
be 


worthless as a cancer remedy. 


Ask More Research 


Additional r e s e a r c h on the 


preparation w a s recommended 
late Wednesday by a legislative 
commission. The commission has 
been Investigating charges that an 
alleged conspiracy existed to dis- 
credit Ivy for defending the al- 
leged merits of Krebiozen. 


The commission dropped 
the 


conspiracy charges brought by Ivy 
against the University of Illinois 
and the American Medical Assn. 
In addition they voted to end the 
inquiry after a stormy session in 
Springfield. 


The matter of possibly approach- 


ing the A.M A. to find out if that 
group is willing to agree on a 
"co-operating agency" which will 
assist in future controlied tests of 
Krebiozen will be discussed at the 
foundation's meeting-, Ivy said. 


Need AMA Okay 


He said approval of the A.M.A, 


is necessary because the "A.M.A. 
controls the situation in Washing- 
ton." 
Ivy added, release of the 


drug for general use will require 
permission from the United States 
Food and Drug Commission. 


The doctor said he was satisfied 


with the findings of the commission 
and that the report had helped 
clear the "turbulent atmosphere." 


Dr. Stefan Durovic a former Yti- 


joslav physician now living in Chi- 
cago, claims to have developed 
Krebiozen from the bldbd serum 
of horses in Argentina. 


Ivy, who said he never wavered 


n his faith in the drug, said Duro- 
vic may go to Argentina to make 
more Krebiozen. Specimens are 
needed to determine the chemical 
structure of the1 preparation, he 
said.
